Palestine Situation Is 


Like That of Ethiopia 


It is too bad that the attention 
of the world is so firmly fixed 
on the big power wrestling match 
in Berlin. It is too bad that seri- 
ous minded people do not pay 
more attention to what is hap- 
pening in Pales- 
tine. For the 
situation there 
has far too much 
resemblance to 
what happened 
in Ethiopia in 
1935 and 1936,

gerous feature 
about Palestine 
is that the big 
powers are re-

fusing to stand behind the lawful 


decision of the United Nations 
Assembly. That decision was that 
Palestine was to be divided into 
three areas: 

1, Jerusalem and Bethlehem, to 
become an “enclave” governed by 
the United Nations itself. 

2.A Jewish state, based on 
government of the people, by the 
people, for the people. 

3. An Arab state, also demo- 
cratically governed by the Arabs 
of Palestine, for the Arabs of 
Palestine. 

Only one part of the three- 
point settlement decreed by the 


UN Assembly has been made 
good. The Jews of Palestine 
have duly proclaimed their re- 


born nation, now called the Re- 
public of Israel

Without any help from out- 
side, Haganah, the army of Israel, 
has established its lawful author- 
ity In the area allotted to it, It 
has withstood attacks, not from 


the Arabs of Palestine itself, but 
from invading forces of Egypt, 
Syria, Lebanon, Trans-Jordan 
and Iraq 


It should be noted that when 
the truce went into effect one 
month ago none of these five in- 
vading armies had been able to 
win a single inch of the general 
area allotted to Israel by the 


United Nations plan. But the in- 
vading armies from across the 
Jordan had captured the old 
city of Jerusalem, that is, the

Thelr selection of buildings 
seems to be very much like their 
selection of programs, In any 
case, there are a great many 
more pressing needs for the 
benefit of the people of this

The Ford hotel] would have 
made an excellent home for old 
people who are sadly in need of 
such a building, The three mil- 
lion dollars required for the pur- 
chase and alterations of this 
building for the CBC is money 
wasted,
